PROPOSED AMENDMENT 

ARTICLE IX - Endowment Fund 

Section 1# There shall be an 
Endowment Fund for the purpose 
of maintaining funds , the income 
ffom which shall support, ex- 
clusively, repairs and preserva- 
tion of the building known as 
"Greenfield Hall". 

Section 2. There shall be a com- 
mittee of three members. The 
Second Vice President shall be the 
Chairman and shall appoint two 
members, with the approval of the 
Executive Board. These members 
shall serve a one- year term and 
may be reappointed. 

Section 3* This committee shall 
be responsible for the management 
of the endowment funds and en- 
courage the development of addition- 
al contributions to the fund. 
Utilization of the endowment shall 
be at the direction of the Executive 
Board and, in order to perpetuate 
the fund, shall be limited to 75 % 
of the yearly income of the endow- 
ment .
